Sir: 

In a March 12, 2004 Office Action, the Examiner required restriction to one of the 
following groups: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to an alloy, classified in class 420, subclass 478. 

IL Claims 7-12, drawn to a method, classified in class 148, subclass 563. 

Applicants hereby elect with traverse Group I, claims 1-6, drawn to an alloy, classified in 
class 420, subclass 478, for prosecution in this application. Applicants submit that a search of 
the method of Group II would uncover the products or articles of Group I. Applicants 
respectfully request the right to file a divisional application directed to the nonelected claims. 
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Applicants note that claims 1-6 refer to a shape memory alloy of a particular martensitic 
transformation temperature. The process recited in claims 7-12 for lowering is specific to the 
shape memory alloy of a particular martensitic transformation temperature, and this alloy has a 
particular composition with specific concentration ranges. Applicants note that a person skilled 
in the art can not assume that any shape memory alloy of any constitution would work in a 
similar fashion as the alloy of the instant application. Accordingly, it is respectfully requested 
that the Examiner withdraw the restriction requirement and examine all the claims of the 
application.
